JHILE THE PROVINCIAL 
government has: tried to give 

an impression of necessity or logi- 
cality to the successive steps that 
are leading to the invasion of. 
Strathcona Park, the eventual re- 
sult—the result which not only this 
generation but succeeding ones will 
see—can only brand as irresponsibly 
shortsighted those who have; con- 
tributed to this sorry development. 


The spoliation of the Buttle 
Lake wonderland, which was achiev- 
ing an international reputation as 
a natural paradise~was begun with 
the damming of the Campbell Biver 
-eomplex for power. The consequent 
rise of water in Buttle Lake wiped 
out the few beaches and camping 
spots on its shores, ‘and these were 
never adequately replaced although 
the original plans called for such 
improvements. 


But even this would have been 
tolerable if there had been a firm 
prohibition-of any further industrial 
tampering with the park. Instead 
there were. logging inroads in cer- 
tain areas, road constfuction on 
park land and a general govern- 

’ mental open-mindedness to commer- 
cial proposals. It is true that tim- 
ber and mining rights in the park 

_ Brea—had- ‘een established many 

years before, even antedating crea-° 
tion of. the: park. But the same 
motives of preserving irreplaceable 
natural beauty which ‘caused crea- 
~ tion of the park in the first place 
should ‘have been reinforced by gov- 
ernment action to purchase or 
otherwise retire the claims of pri- 
vate interests on public récreational 
property.

abused already, but conservationists | 


must fight to the last moment to 
preserve what is left. The reason 
liés not only in Strathcona, but in. 
all the other parks in the-province. 
Precedents set at Buttle Lake will 
_be quoted by évery commercial in- 
terest that has plans to invade this 
or other parks., And the govern- 
ment appears. to be incapable of 
seeing the irreparable harm that 
can ensue. 

. .The retreat at Buttle Lake will 
leave many other park areas open 
to plunder. Parks minister Kiernan 
js fully. aware that many hundreds 
of timber licences and mining claims 
are to be found within British Co- 
lumbia’s parklands. They lie in 
Garibaldi, Tweedsmuir and others, 
including the glorious. Manning 
Park. What does the government 
have in mind? 

Whatever is permitted at 
Strathcona will be the pattern for 
a -host of demands from other en- 
terprisers. Already the Social Cred- 
it‘member for Skeena is urging a 
vast lumbering development. in 
Tweedsmuir Park which would ef- 
fectively destroy it for any other 
purpose—except, perhaps, mining. 

The government's ministers are 
taking a lasting responsibility in _ 
condoning irretrievable steps. Once 
spoiled, these public parklands— 
supposedly set aside for all time as 
natural_museums—and_recreational 
areas—cannot be rebuilt or re- 
stored. Let us get some perspective 
in our thinking. Let us not destroy 
assets worth millions for industrial 
returns in thousands. Let us not 
smash our priceless vases to. make 
ashtrays. 


Economics of Drug Addiction 


RECENT REPORT ON THE 

*~- costs of narcotic addiction in 
the United’States says that in New 
York City alone, estimates -of the. 
~ value of gaods stolen by addicts to 
support their drug habits run as 
high as half a billion dollars a year. 


__» The statistic appears in an item 
which quotes an addict to the effect 
that:his habit costs him. from $20 

- to $25 a day. Supporting it by theft, 
he steals an average of $250 worth 

. of valuables a day, and. he explains 
this arithmetic with the statement: 
*T need _to ‘lift’ that much because 
the black market only pays me a 
tenth of the value of stolen goods,” 


“This is merely one facet of a 
complex problem, but it underscores _ 
one of the economic considerations , 
in the illegal traffic. 


The public is -victimized’ by the — 


“junkie” who. steals the material. 
He and his victims are further vied 
timized by the “fence” who receives 
the stolen goods. And then the pub- 
lic pays a further price for the 


police, court and custodial services 
involved in caring for the addict 
who is apprehended, plus the costs 
of remedial action where efforts are 
made to divorce him from his de- 
pendence on narcotics. 

There are, of course, many ofher ~ 


costs in intangibles inflicted on 


society by addiction and the illegal 
traffic. But the straight economics 
of drug. addiction should encourage, 
for the most hard-headed reasons, 
investigatior’ of’ a control system 
considerably more effective than

EYEWITNESS ON THE U.S.A. SCENE 
Problem: TosModerate the Boom Before It Goes Bang 


SHORTLY before he died in 1946 John 
Maynard Keynes, the most influential 
economist since Adam Smith, warned 

certain American 
friends against a 
situation which then 
seemed uribelievable. 
After “a--time, said 
Keynes, his plans for 
economic abundance 
would sueceed too 
well and, if misman- 
aged by politicians, 
would produce infla- 
tion followed by in- 
evitable collapse. He 
was preparing to write a book on the 
danger of his gwn economics if they were 
were pressed too far. Death forestalled 
that final testament. But today in the 
United States, as elsewhere, the “first 
half of his prediction is fully confirmed. 

Starting with Roosevelt's New Deal, 
the Keynesian system has achieved a 
level of affluence unknown before now 
in any time or nation. It has also 
reached the peril point foreseen by its 
architect. 


Inflation Hazard ~ 


That serious inflation threatens the 
United States, at the worst possible mo- 
ment, is no longer in question. The only 
question is whether (as Keynes privately 
doubted) a democratic government can 
apply the: economic brakes as success- 
fully as.it applied the accelerator; or 
_whether the opulent vehicle of the Ameri- 
can economy, moving too fast, must skid 
off the“road at the curve ‘immediately 
ahead. 


This, of course, is not a risk to the 
United States alone. If it cannot be man- 
aged by strong measures during the 
present year the entire. world economy 
will skid because it is vitally dependent 
on’ American prosperity. In_ that event 
no sector will suffer more than Canada 
because it lives largely on. the American 
market and inherits the "araesicon price 
level automatically. 

For two clear cuninaeapert alto- 
gether from the value of the people's 
savings—the United States cannot afford 
any substantial price rise at present. 


Threat to Growth 


In the first place, it ‘would distort 
the internal economy and slow down if 
# did not reverse economic growth. In 
the_seednd,_it_would_damage the United 
States’ competitive position in the world 


market, diminish its exports, worsen its” 


payments. deficit and _ undermine its 
currency. —~« € 

All the unprecedented gains of recent 
years, all the dreamsof the Johnsonian 
Great Society and all the hopes of a 
prosperous world could be postponed, 
or lost, if the United States failed to cool 
its_unheated boom. . 

As he indicated in his recent economic 
message to the Congress, President John- 
son is well aware of these perils. While 
he' does not pretend to be an economist 
and has a western frontiersman’s deep 
distrust of eastern financiers, the Presi- 
dent can command the best economic 
brains in the nation and he listens to 
them. 

His advisers are- divided on. the size 
and timing of the inflationary threat but 


not on its nature: None of them denies 


the central fact. 

It is. that the United States has -cre- 
ated an economy of full employment and 
is using virtually all the resources. im- 
mediately available. This remains true 
even when pockets of poverty and idle- 
ness exist in some regions and among 
some people who cannot be brought over- 
night into the stream of production. Total 
demand is pressing hard on total supply. 

These inflationary pressures, “it ‘is 
commonly said, come for the most part 
from the drain of the Viet Nam war. 
Actually the war's cost, though large, 
is a minute fraction of the -gigantic 
American income, but “it causes bottle- 
necks in some supplies like metals. It 
diverts manpewer from productive work. 
It worsens the American balance of in- 
ternational payments by some~$700 mil- 
lina year, or half last year's ‘total 
deficit. 


Wage-Price Cycle. 


The real inflationary danger: comes,” 
however, from internal factors, the old« 


familiar wage-price cycle which already 
is beginning to violate the President's 
voluntary guide lines of responsible be- 
havior by management and labor unions; 

Until recently moderation on both 
sides of the industrial bargaining table, 
aided by presidential exhortation and 
sometimes by direct intervention, kept 
prices fairly stable. Now the President's 
magic is running out. 

Labor demands higher wages: than 
his guide lines permit. Management re- 
sents his interference in prices. The 
wholesale price index, the key indicator,

Behind Scenes Manoeuvring 


- With somie hesitation, Senator -Ful- 
bright went. along on dropping his 
pseudo-declaration of war.

Even 
Morse was thought to have agreed at 
the close.

The meeting in Fulbright’ s office may 
be considered as the measure of the 
hard core, and indeed included several 
men like Senator Kennedy who are by 
no means hard core dissidents. It was 
attended by only 17 or 18 senators. To 
this, in a real. pinch, one might have to 
add one or two more Democrats like 
the majority leader, Senator Mansfield, 
and two or three Republicans, like Sen- 
ators Cooper and Aiken. 


In short, the ‘real opposition to the 
president at fhis time hardly reaches’ 20 
votes in a Senate of 100 members. And 
the important fact to note is not that 
the vote on the Morse resolution failed 
to register the full opposition to Johnson. 
The important fact to note is that with 
80. per! cent of the Senate ready to vote 


with him, even in a pinch, the presidelnt 


now: has stronger support than any war 
president in American history. 


Reaching for Dissidents 


That is a remarkable-fact. It indi- 
cates in turn, that the president as. lead- 
er is being too clever by half (and that 
is putting it very mildly), simply be- 
cause he is always reaching out for the 
few birds in the bush, and thereby en- 
dangering the numerous birds in hand.

Sowing Confusion 


This image-war-making, this prating 
of peace is daily more unwise. It is 
-not winning votes. _It_is_sowing confu- 
‘sion in the country. No one can under- 
stand what the president is up to, what 
he really wants, where he is going and 
how he plans to get there. . 

It is time, in short, for him to say 
forthrightly, ‘‘we are in a war, and the 
American Way of dealing with wars is 
to win them.’”’ By “running Old Glory 
up the flagpole” (as one of his: frustrated 
advisers has put it) he, would strongly 
consolidate his~support in Congress and 
the country. Whereas the universal con- 
fusion that now prevails constantly 
threatens to erode that support. 

In sum, President Johnson deserves 
enormous credit for a long series of de- 
cisions courageously taken since Pleiku 
last Winter. Maybe he was right at the 
beginning that they must be taken late 
and furtively, But surely the time: for 
furtiveness and pretence has now passed.

Among most 
of the government's: economists a tax 
increase this year is:considered unavoid- 
able, especially if the Viet Nam war 
continues_to-grow in cost. 

Here a little-known fact emerges: 
Though the government's budget for the 
next fiscal ‘year is ostensibly near-bal- 
ance; ‘it actually assures a disguised 
defigjt of some’ $9 million if all the fig- 
ures are taken into account. 


Inflationary Budget 


At the moment when the budget 
should be at least mildly deflationayy it 
is in“truth inflationary to a high degree. 
Government’pours into the spending cur- 
rent far more money than it takes out 
and thereby stimulates when it should 
be braking the ‘economy. 

Hence it is almost certain, unless 
conditions change suddenly, that the 
United States will. be compelled before 
long to reverse its recent policy of tax 
cuts or let the boom run wild, as Keynes 
feared long ago. 

Exactly 20 years since the great 
economist's death an American presi- 
dent, then unknown, confronts the ulti- 
mate challenge of Keynesian economics: 


stimulants of many kinds, take the harsh, 
essential’ medicine. of restraint while 
there is still time? And if so, can the 
boom be moderated without the disloca- 
tion of a bust? 

Such a smooth, sensible readjustment 

to reality was never achieved under simi- 
lar conditions in the past without at least 
a pause in business growth.

Having long resisted the foi reign 
theory that the world needs a third re- 
serve currency to support the dollar and 
the pound, the United States has ‘lately 
become the chief advocate of. this daring 
reform which means nothing Jess than 
a measure of world government over 
money. 


Liquidity 

The details of the. proposed currency 
managed by an international body of’ 
some sort are too complex for explana- 


tion here, but it ean be said on the best 
authority that the United States expects 


to see the problem of liquidity solved 


within the next two years at latest. The 
same hope is confidently shared at 
Ottawa. 

When the United Stttes is drastically 
restricting the supply’ of dollars in for- 
eign countries by reducing its own pay- 
ments deficit the need of more liquidity 
is no-longer_theoretical. _It-has- become 
so practical and urgent that it must be 
faced-without Tnuch delay.

Narrow Gap 


But one of the objectives of 
the plan is to narrow this gap 
between industrial and agri- 
cultural output, as well as the 
gap— between the output _of 
heavy and light industry. 
Again according to Russian 
forecasts, the production per 
head of-such ‘basic items as 
steel and electricity should be 
slightly higher in 1970 than 
the current British level. 
Russian consumers are prom- 
ised that such things as 
television ‘sets and refriger- 
ators will be then cease to be 
reserved for the privileged. 

Cars will still be for the 
lucky. few;. but the planned 
increase in their production 
suggests that in the 1970s 
Russia may begin to become 
a country of private motor- 
ists. 

So far, so-good. It~is only 
_when the new plan is com- 
pared’ with older Khrush- 
chevian model that the drastic 
downward turn hits the eye. 

On October 18, 1961,-,Mr.

New Rhythm 


The sharp reduction does 
not apply only to farming, 
which everybody knows is in.a 
constant crisis.’

Housing Off 


The fall in the planned’ 
production of cement provides 
confirmation that the housing 
program although still am- 
bitious, has lost it original 
drive.

Neither 
in the 1961 figures nor in the 
new plan was any big— in-

By 1970, Russian 
consumers are now promised 
2% instead of 3% pairs of 
shoes a year, and 35 square 
metres of all kinds of fabrics 
instead. of the 55 promised by 
Mr. Khrushchev. The planned 
annual rate of growth in light 
industry, again ageording to 
Russian: calculations, is cut 
from 11.5 to 7.6 per cent. The 
only item that seems to have 
been revised upwards instead 
of downwards is cars. 


Car Anti-Social 


Mr. Khrushchev used to 
claim that Russia's restraint 
in the production of consumer 
goods was part of a policy. 
The private car was anti- 
social. Russia, he argued, was 
to jump. straight into the era 


-of air transport, combined 


with a system of car hire. 

' Mr. Kosygin now plans to 
increase the output of cars 
from 200,000 in 1965 to be- 
tween 700,000 and . 800,000 in 
1970, Admittedly, even then, 
with an annual supply of only 
three cars for every thousand 
people, the car.will remain 
the privilege of the bureau- 
crat and the manager. 

But, as with other consumer 
goods, the authorities will find 
it difficult to restrict this 
for ‘long. The 
Russians seem to have eaught 
this “‘western diséase;" it is a 
highly significant infection.

seem much of an alternative. 


' But ‘the only other one. is 


action at the United Nations. 

Just now, that institution is 
in too disarranged a state for 
a country the size of Canada 
to have any effect. The great 
matters there are lack of 
money, the seating ‘of China 
and the volatility of the new 
African and Asian nations. 

To make any headway 
against these battles of the 
giants, there would need to be 
a solid new grouping of the 
middle nations. We would 
need more external strength 
than we now command —to 
launch. any move to achieve 
that. Maybe an apprenticeship 
in the OAS would help us 


towards it. 


Clear Objectives 


. In any case, membership in 
the OAS would sharpen our 
external policy, would give us 
clear objectives in external 
aid, and, above all, if it were 
properly interpreted to the 
people of Canada, would give 
us the kind of external” 
involvement that would lessen 
our present almost total en- 


grossment with domestic mat-- 


ters. 

In the old days a king being 
attacked at home, would unite 
his followers by going to 
attack someone abroad. Is it 
too idealistic to expect_in-this 
century that we can Jessen 
our divisions at home by 
attacking poverty, hunger and 
oppression abroad by more 
humane and longer lasting 
méthods than the armies- of 
old? 

I, for one, hope not, and at 
this stage the OAS looks a 
more likely bet to start it 
than the UN.

Why did Lebanese news- 
papers’ think President John- 
son's brother-in-law, Antonio 
J. Taylor of Santa Fe, was 
not, as Washington said he 
was, a specia) consultant on 
how to market Jordanian 
handicrafts, but was a secret 
arms salesman? 

The most plausible explana- 
tion is that unresolved con- 
flicts have produced a new 
armaments race in the Middle 
East, and along with it, rising 
irrationality.

Arms Sought 


Syria and Iraq have. hope- 
fully applied to the Pentagon 
for arms, but no answer-has 
yet been forthcoming.- So 
President Aref of Iraq, ever 
an optimist, sent his brother, 
Major-General Abdur Rahman 

_ Aref, deputy chief of staff, to 
the’ Soviet Union for arms. 
Syria, too, has asked Russia 
for military hardware. 

Saudi Arabia has placed a 
large contract for aircraft and 
radar equipment in Britain, 
‘with the blessing of the U.S. 
Jordan is getting 100 Patton 
tanks. Israel, surrounded by, 

—this-fleed_of-arms,is-negotiat- 

ing: with French private firms 
for co-operation in building 
rockets. 

Why do-the Arabs want 
more planes, guns, rockets, 
tanks? Because of Israel in 
the first place, in the second 
place against each other, and 
thirdly _for_fighting minorities 
like the Kurds. 

There is a fourth reason. No 
Arab regime can _ survive 
whose armies’ have been de- 
feated in the field. The Jews 
defeated King Farouk; Nasser 
was only saved by the tem- 
porary Ai ican-Soviet. alli, 
ance. Genera Kassem of Iraq 
was overthrown because his 
armies had been bruised by 
the Kurds. 


Weak Position 


The Iraq president has 
accused the Persians of sup- 
porting the Kurdish rebels. 
Teheran contemptuously de- 
nied this. The fighting goes 
on, Iraq is in a weak position 
because jthe Russians are 
reluctant to spoil their im- 
proved relations with Iran for 
the sake of the Iraqis. 

As for President Nasser, 
Ameriean- experts who have 
just been to Yemen say 
whatever happens there will 
be a disaster for him. If he 
has to withdraw his defeated 
troops, he will have them on 
his hands, resentful, under- 
paid and confemptuous of 
their officers. If he lets them 
fight on they will again be 
defeated. . New — skirmishes 
have already started in and 
around. Baidha. 

In Jordan, meanwhile, the 
Palestine Liberation Army 
continues to conscript young 
men, and the UN is going: to 
reduce its Scandinavian force 
in the vital Gaza Strip by 200 
men, to‘save money.

World's ‘Poor Countries’ 
In ie: gti Need of Aid 


Some years ago we 
used to call the countries - 
which need international 
aid, the underdeveloped 
eountries. ‘This was not 
considered polite and 
they were then cailed the 
less developed countries 
or even the LDCs. 

Now the fashionable 
term is developing coun- 
tries. 

I am not going to call 
them by any of these 
terms. I shall strike a 
blow for direct, simple 
English. by calling them 
poor countries. 

There exists today a wide- 
spread uheasy feeling -. 
that the world has reached 
some kind of crisis in the 
relations between rich and 
poor countries. 


Without : Hope 


There is a _ wide-spread 
uneasy feeling that if the rich 
and the poor countries cannot 
together resolve this crisis in 
a reasonably sensible ,way 
within a reasonable time, 
most of the terribly poor of 
the world.— and two out of 
three mén, women and chil- 


dren in the world are terribly , 


poor — most of the - terribl 
poor of the world will be Té 
without much reason to be- 
lieve in the possibility of a 
much better life. for them- 
selves and for their children. 
The consequences. of this 
can be profound, The problem 
of the economic development 
of poor countries is one of the 
two great problems-of the last 
third of the twentieth century 
on which we are now entering. 
It is comparable in import- 
ance to the problem of the 
relations between the Western 
world and China. : 


Levelling Off 


One of the main reasons for 
the present feeling of crisis 
about the -rélaiions-of-rich and 
poor ~ countries is that the 
amount of financial resources 
moving from the rich coun- 
tries. to the poor countries has 


« been levelling off. The gross 
flow-now is about the same as 


it. was-in 1961. 

The rich countries have got 
a great deal richer in the past 
five years. Their combined 
annual gross national products 
have probably gone up -by 
about $4@-billion-They have 
not shared any of this new 
wealth of. $40 billion a year 
with the poor countries. 

What order of magnitude of 
aid is required? 

The net official flow of long 
term capital from -the rich 
members ‘of the World Bank 
to the poor members is now 
-about $6. billion a year or 
about. six-tenths of one per 
cent of their combined -gtoss 
national products.

The fourth, thing which a 
giver of advice to a poor 
country can usefully remind 
himself of is that,-even if final 
truth has been revealed to 
him, he is not Mose’ laying 
down the .law from. Mount 
Sinai. He is a partner speak- 
ing to a free and equal 
partner 

For him, success is mea- 
sured not—by—wisdom of the 
advice he gives but by how 
much—of—his wise advice is 
accepted. His task is one of 
persuasion. When he _ inter- 
venes with advice his—“‘inter- 
vention should be in the least 
abrasive, the least corrosive

CAUSED BY HAIR SPRAY?

WASHINGTON — A woman 
Sprays her hair.

-Another cause for shortness 
of breath could be a deficient 
aeration of the blood in the 
lungs, and a common cause 
for this is emhpysema which 
is due largely to a destruction 
of the tiny alveolas /— the 
little cavities in which’ air and 
hemoglobin come together. 
Another’ cause: could be: a 
bad bronchitis, or narrowing 
ofthe tubes that carry air 
into. and out of the lungs; and 


another common cause is 
asthma, in which disease 
there is spasm, closing up 


some of the-small bronchi. 

Another cause could be a 
loss of lung substance, such 
as‘ occurs im bad cases of 
tuberculosis, or cancer of the 
lungs, where there- is not 
much lung tisste left.

A woman may go to 
a window and pant like a dog, 
trying to get more oxygen into 
her lungs. The cause may be 
that the person had a row 
with her husband or daughter.

A person With. a toxic goiter, 
and the tired heart that goes 
with it, can get short of 
breath. Occasionally, a child 
who is short of breath has 
gotten a peanut or other 
obstructing small object into a 
bronchus. Or a man, eating 
while drunk, got a big piece of 
meat down into his windpipe. 

When a person has a 
tendency to be short of breath 
he is likely to stay sitting up 
in bed, because he is uncom- 
fortable when lying down. 
Then his chest walt muscles 
cannot work so-efficiently. o

Soviet 
Shows 


Russia has lowered its 
sights with a bang. This is the 
burden of the draft economic 
plan for 1966-70 that Mr. 
Kosygin presented to — his 
central committee. 

On the face of it the plan 
looks fine. It assumes that the 
gross output of Russia's in- 
dustry (according to the ra- 
ther esoteric Russian calcula- 

~ tions) will grow ‘by almost 
half in the next five years. 
“The Increase: in the national 
fricome as a whole will be 
smaller, between 3.8. and 4.1 
per cent; this reflects the 
shortcomings. of Russian farm- 
ing. 


Narrow Gap 


But one of the-objectives of 
the plan is to narrow this gap 
between industrial and agri- 
cultural output, as well as the 
gap between the output of 
heavy .and light industry. 
Again according to Russian 
forecasts, the production per 
head of such basic items as 
steel and electricity should be 
slightly higher in -1970 than 
the current ~ British level, 
Russian consumers are prom- 
ised that ‘such things as 
television sets and -refriger- 
ators will be then cease to be 
reserved for, the privileged. 

Cars will still be for the 
lucky few; but the planned 
increase in their production 
suggests that. in the 1970s 
Russia may begin to become 
a country of private motor- 
ists. 

So far, so good. It is only 
when the new plan is com- 
pared with ‘older Khrush- 
chévian model that the drastic 
downward turn hits the eye. 

On. October 18, 1961, Mr. 
Khrushchev told his 22nd 
party congress ‘about tiie 
society of plenty in which the 
Russian -people would be 
living by 1980. He also gave 
details of the intermediate 
stage. which would be reached 
by 1970, and it is these figures 
that were so strikingly higher 
than Mr. Kosygin's’ new 1970 
targets. 


New Rhythm

This controversy now has 
only a historical interest.. The 
figures show that the new 
objectives bear little relation 
to the old.

between 1966 and 1970 Mr. 
Khrushchey forecast a doub- 
ling of machine-building out- 
put. The new, plan cuts it 
down to about 65 per cent. 

For consumer goods there is 
less to go on. By 1970, Russian 
consumers are now promised 
2%2 instead of 3% pairs of 
shoes a year, and 35 square’ 
metres of all :kinds of fabrics 
instead of the 55 promised by 
Mr. Khrushchey. The planned 
annual rate of growth in light 
industry, again according to 
Russian calculations, is cut 
from 11.5 to 7.6 per cent. The 
only item that seems to have 
been revised upwards instead 
of downwards is «ars. 


Car Anti-Social 


Mr. Khrushchev used to 
claim that Russia's restraint 
in the production of consumer 


“ goods was part of a policy. 


The private car was anti- 
social. Russia, he argued, was 
to. jump straight into the era 
of air transport, combined 
with a system of car hire. 

Mr. Kosygin now plans to 
increase the output of cars 
from 200,000 in 1965 to be- 
tween 700,000 and 800,000 in 
1970, Admittedly, even then, 
with an annual supply of only 
three cars for every: thousarid 
people, the car will remain 
the privilege ‘of the bureau- 
crat and the manager. 

But, as with other consumer 
goods,-the authorities will find 
it, difficult to restrict | this 
privilege for long. The 
Russians seem to have caught 
this “western disease;" it is a 
highly significant infection.

In the old days a king being 
attacked at home would unite 
his followers by going --to 
attack someone abroad.

FLAMING HOLOCAUST _ 
CAUSED BY HAIR SPRAY? 


By JIM HOAGLAND

=WASHINGTON — A woman. 


sprays- her hair. The man 
sitting beside her lights a 
cigarette at the same 
moment. And in seconds the 
Viscount airliner on which 
they..are riding bursts into a 
flaming holocaust. 


Passengers panic as_ fhe 
blaze spreads through the 
cabin. Some pour into the 
cockpit and, in .their fear, 
interfere with the crew trying 
to battle the fire. One man 
knocks —out= a window and 
leaps from the plane, 300 feet 
in the air. Then the plane 
crashes into a Tennessee_ 
hillside and explodes. 


WHAT HAPPENED 


This is the picture United 
Airlinés paints in a report 
submitted to the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board (CAB). as to 
what may have happened just 
before one of its planes 
crashed July 9, 1964. The 
erash killed all 38 persons 
aboard. 

The strongly worded report 
rejects: the theory that CAB 
investigators are reported to 
be advancing — that the fire 
_was started by an electrical

fault in the plane’s hold and 
spread into the cabin. 

The agency’s bureau — of 
safety will make | its. final 
report “within _ several 
weeks,” according to an 
agency official, who would not 
comment on the report. 

The United report says the 
fire started in the cabin of the 
Viscount, which took ‘off from 
Philadelphia and stopped at 
Washington on its way to 
Knoxville, Tenn. The docu- 
ment. pinpoints the cause—of 
fire as combustion of a<lquid 
hydrocarbon that was prob- 
ably carried aboard by a 
passenger. 

Such highly combustible 
fluid is not normally found in 
the plane’s cabin. 


THEORIES 


Although a United spokes- 
man was careful fo point out 
that “no one will ever really 
‘know’ ‘what happened just 
before the crash,” he said the 
airline felt that combustion of 
hair spray or lighter fluid, 
both of which éontain hydro- | 
carbon, was one of the most 
plausible theories. |
